Sher­ 
m an s Army was placed in position in the 
form of a great “S ’ reversed. 
The assault 
of Gen. Hood was upon the eastern lobe of 
this “ S,” the Army of the Tennessee. 
The 
ground occupied by it was broken and 
much of it densely wooded, affording cover 
for near advance and attack, which invari­ 
ably resulted in the hand to hand fighting 
mentioned. The foregoing will explain jht- 
haps the ap parent difficulty of depicting 
this battle upon canvass in a manner to 
enable the comperhension of the extent of 
t fie line and its disposition. 
Veterans, officers and soldiers, have in­ 
variably expressed their belief th a t if At­ 
lan ta could be painted, a p ano ram a of un­ 
surpassed interest and value would be the 
result. 
Such a p an o ram a bas been paint­ 
ed. 
In it m ay 
be seen great strategy, 
military 
dispositions, 
topographical 
characteristics, and a conflic t which equals 
tho memory of participants, who upon 
vi-iting the p ano ram a find it possible to 
locate remembered incidents and places 
and thus bringing back forgotten scenes 
wit h a clearness which shows the desirabil­ 
ity of painting a panoram a which is really 
a grand historical picture.

These reports show the crop 
to be in much worse 
condition th a n on 
June I. 
The dry weather in May, which 
became quito a severe dro uth in June, had 
more serious effect on small grain th an 
was a t first supposed, and the injury 
caused

is 
just 
now 
becoming 
painfully apparent. 
There has been very- 
little rain tince the first week in June, and 
no general rain since seeding time. 
The 
sections not affected by dro uth are the Red 
river valley front Walijtetou to G ra n d Forks, 
wild the N orthern 
Pacific country from 
Brainerd to Bismarck, in Minnesota and 
D akota. 
South of the forty-sixth parallel 
th,* weather has lw*ea very dry, the drou th 
being severest in the extreme southern 
counties of Minnesota and Dakota, ex­ 
tending well down into Northern Iowa. 
In Font bein Minnesota and 
D akota 
wheat was sown. in most counties, in the 
dust, and the rains since then have been 
light and not frequent enough to give the 
ground a good soaking. 
During the stool­ 
ing period. in May, the weather was very 
dry and the result is th at the crop is thin 
on the ground and short in straw . 
The in­ 
tensely ho t weather of the past ten days 
has added materially to the injury, as the 
ground was in no condition to w ithstand 
any serious drouth.

ann oats, and in Big S-tone the damage was 
very severe.

storm extended over 
ahnuf one hundred and fifty miles through 
Stevens,

Stone, 
Swift, 
Chippewa, 
Lac Qui Parle, 
Renville, 
Redwood 
and 
Brown 
counties. 
Along the patch 
of 
the storm in everv county more or less dam ­ 
age was done, and, while the total loss will 
not be felt In the aggregate crop, the indi­ 
vidual losses are serious. 
In many places 
farmers having from 200 to 300 acres are 
entirely ruined, the storm having swept 
their fields bare. 
'The aggregate total loss 
will probably reach 10.000 acres, while a 
much greater area is more or loss injured 
Should cool weather ami light wind follow, 
mach of the wheat aud corn beaten down 
will recover, but many fields are actually 
destroyed. 
The rain extended over nearly 
the entire state and most of Dakota, and if 
followed by cool weather would have done a 
great deal more good. 
Since the rain the 
weather has been intensely hot and “muggy,” 
and has caused more or less alarm less the 
fields should rust and blight 
The country 
along the Northern Pacific road, and the 
Manitoba from Grand Forks south, is in very 
good condition, and tho crops in this section, 
which are directly tributary to Minneapolis, 
promise a fair yield.

Phenomenal oratorical powers are, 
if the correspondents are to be believ­ 
ed, shown by an Italian priest, F a ­ 
ther Agostino of Monte Feltro, whose 
preaching in Pisa during Lent seems 
to have created a more powerful im­ 
pression than hasattended the efforts 
of any other European pulpit orator 
within many years past.

* Biliousness and its Treatment*

The symptoms of biliousness are un­ 
happily but too well known. They 
differ in different individuals to some 
extent, however. A bilious manissel- 
dom abreakfast-eater. Too frequent­ 
ly, alas! he has an excellent appetite 
for liquids, but none for solids of a 
morning. His tongue will hardly bear 
inspection at any time; if it is not 
white and furred, it is rough a t all 
events. 'The digestive system is whol­ 
ly out of order; diarrhea, or constipa­ 
tion, may be a symptom, or the two 
may alternate. There are very often 
hemorrhoids, or loss of blood even. 
There may be giddiness, and often 
headache, and acidity or flatulence, 
and tenderness a t the pit of the stom ­ 
ach. 
The 
pain 
felt 
in 
the 
right shoulder 
indicates an extra 
bad 
case, 
but 
apart 
from 
this there are aching pains and even 
stiffness in thelimbs, with more or less 
of cramps in the limb muscles, or 
burning in the palms of the hands, 
with hot, perspiring feet. There may 
be drowsiness and torpor all day, and 
sleeplessness by night, and all sorts 
and conditions of mind,especially irri­ 
tability, hts of bad temper that come 
on suddenly and go off again, and 
th a t none are so thoroughly grieved 
at as the poor patient himself. 
Bil­ 
ious people generally fly for relief to 
aperient pills, and there is no doubt 
th a t they often afford temporary re­ 
lief by relieving the over gorged liver. 
This really is antiphlogistic treatment, 
but it assuredly is not radical. 
When 
a fish pond overflows its banks, we 
may let off a portion of the water,but 
after this we ought, methinks, to find 
our way to the other end of the pond 
and lessen the inflow. 
Well, just a wor*l about treatment. 
First and foremost, then, in sudden 
bilious attacks, th at are often accom­ 
panied by great prostration, and by 
urgent vomiting, it is best to send for 
a medical man. Such attacks gener­ 
ally come on in til** morning, at the 
time the body is most weak. 
I donot 
think upon the whole I should be justi­ 
fied in suggesting medicinal remedies 
in this paper, for the simple reason 
th at cases differ so. The mineral acids 
and hitter vegetable tonics often do 
■ good. So does mix vomica, and ac­ 
onite. Then there is dandelion, and 
chloride of ammonium, and alkalies. 
But I can only generalize. A blue pill 
and colocynth, followed next day by 
a glass of Pullna water, will ward of! 
many an attack, if the patient goes in 
for preventive measures afterward, 
and follows acourse of rational living. 
The podophyllin pill, from a quarter 
i to half a gram of the extract, in three 
to five of extract of hyoscyamu**, may 
do as well as the blue pill, if not better. 
Sods water and I it Ii im. water and milk 
should be drunk next day, and very 
little solid food taken, though beef tea 
mixed with arrowroot will be found 
very nourishing; or a raw **gg beaten 
up in milk. 
Little good will accrue 
from treatingac&se liket his*, however, 
if, when he is once more well, the p a­ 
tient returns to his obi, non-hygienic 
habits of life. 
“ What am I to do then?” may be 
asked. 
I will tell you what you are 
not to do. You are not to overeat; 
you are not to use sugar or fat to any 
extent, puddings, pastry orcbeeee. You 
are not to touch alcohol. You are not 
to sit in over-hefted 
rooms.

We so often have to care for nervous 
persons th a t it is well to know the 
sort of food best adapted to them. 
This, with systematic exercise and rec­ 
reation, will often produce results be­ 
yond our most sanguine hopes. 
In 
taking exercise, care must be taken 
not to fatigue the patient, and there 
must bean object in the exercise. 
It 
will not do to send the sufferer out 
“Just for a walk;” the walk must be 
for a purpose; to call on a pleasant 
friend, for example, or to perform 
some slight office, such as carrying 
flowers or books to the sick, or to 
purchase some little article needed 
which requires no great outlay of 
thought. For food there should he 
given meat in small quantities, plenty 
of fish, especially shell fish, as much 
bread and butter as may be desired, 
creamed or mashed potatoes and sim­ 
ple puddings. Fruit should play an 
im portant part in the dietary, and 
should be eaten before breakfast. 
Baked apples, oranges and thorough­ 
ly ripe pears are always relished at 
this time. Cocoa should be used as a 
beverage instead of tea or coffee, al­ 
though a cup of tea a t 4 o ’clock can 
be borne by persons to whom it would 
be injurious at any other time.

An exhaustive report of 387 earth 
quakes observed in north Ja p a n dur 
ing a period of two years has beer 
made by Prof. Milne of Tokio. 
lit 
finds th a t 254 of the shocks were no] 
felt over a greater area th an 50 square 
miles, the average diam eter of the 
land surface affected by the remaining 
133 being forty-five miles, although 
four or five of them embraced a land 
area of about 44,000 square miles. 
Some of the disturbances took place 
simultaneously in areas rem ote from 
each other, while intermediate s ta ­ 
tions did n o t feel them. 
About eighty- 
four per cent, of the earthquakes orig­ 
inated under the sea. 
The district 
most shaken was the fiat alluvial 
plain around Tokio, which geological 
evidence shows to have been recently 
and rapidly elevated from the sea 
lepths. 
It is rem arkable th a t shocks 
were com paratively rarein the m ou nt­ 
ains and near active volcanoes. The 
earthquakes were much more numer­ 
ous and severe in winter than in sum ­ 
mer.

wheat was sow s, in m ost counties, in the 
dust, and the rains since then have been 
light and not frequent enough to give the 
ground a good soaking.

A Great Pulpit Orator. 
Phenomenal oratorical powers are, 
if the correspondents are to be believ- 
sd, shown by an Italian priest, F a ­ 
ther Agostino of Monte Feltro, whose 
preaching in Pisa during Lent seems 
tohave created a more powerful im­ 
pression than has attended the efforts 
of any other European pulpit o rato r 
within many years pa*t. 
A year ago 
Father Acostino attracted attention 
by his brilliant sermons while preach­ 
ing in Bologna, 
He not only drew to 
him and swayed the masses, but dem­ 
onstrated a surprisingly potent influ 
ence over such minds as those of Zilo- 
panti, the pantheistic dreamer; Oneri, 
the radical advocate, and Cardneci, 
the poet, and the great cathedral was 
insufficient to hold the audience th at 
thronged to hear him. Then he was 
something of a star, but now he haa 
become a planet of the first order. 
His preaching in Pisa this year has 
thrilled all Italy. Trainloads of peo­ 
ple came from Florence, 
I Leghorn, 
Lucca, and even more distant points, 
simply to hear this eloquent F ra n ­ 
ciscan. Two hours before the time 
for his sermon each day every avail­ 
able space in the cathedral would bo 
taken, and many persons would find 
themselves unable even to enter the 
doors. 
Merchants abandoned their 
places of business, lawyers left the 
courts, professors and students to ­ 
gether deserted the university, work 
men threw down their tools, doctors 
neglected their patients, all to hear 
F ather Agostino’s sermons. 
Among the many thousands thus 
gathered together, great numbers were 
persons unaccustomed to find them­ 
selves in the house of prayer, and 
they, to kill time while waiting, would 
read the pages of rustling periodicals, 
talk together in low tones, shift their 
seats uneasily and murmur and cough. 
Suddenly, a t 11 o'clock, the noise of 
sabres striking the stone floor would 
arrest attention and put a stop to 
the impatient hum of the multitude. 
»Si.x carbineers were required to force 
a wav through the throng to enable 
the Archbishop Capponi to reach his 
place. Then ensued a profound silence. 
F a tle r Agostino had apjieared in 
the pulpit, his white hands crossed, 
as if in prayer, upon the railing, 
a 
ray 
of 
colored light 
from 
a 
lofty window bringing out in strong 
relief his pallid face, his thin covering 
of curly dark hair and his Ctesar-like 
heard. 
With head inclined, eyes half­ 
closed. and in a low, but clear voice, 
he would state in a few preparatory 
phrases the subject of his sermon; then 
raising hint self erect and looking about 
upon his vast congregation, in tones 
clear, 
penetrating and 
forceful he 
would begin the swift utterance of a 
torrent of brilliant sentences, glowing 
with poetic imagery, powerful w ith a r­ 
gumentative strength and thrilling 
with magnetic earnestness, th at never 
slackened for an instant or halted for 
lark of a word during the space of a 
full hour. Then, suddenly he stops, 
quickly disappears, effects his exit by 
a private door, reaches a carriage and 
is driven rapidly to his abode. 
Sev­ 
eral times he has had to struggle to 
prevent the enthusiastic populace de­ 
taining his carriage to make a tri­ 
umphal dem onstration about him. 
F ather Agostino has already engag­ 
ed to deliver the I>*nten sermons o f 
1 8 8 7 in Florence. 
Jf b u t half o f w hat 
i» said of him i* true, he is without 
doubt th*3 most effective pulpit orator 
o f the Catholic church of Europe to ­ 
day.

First a roar xvas

It had lifted first a column of crude 
oil 1,400 feet deep from the bottom 
of the well; had broken the black sand 
rock in which petroleum is found, and 
had thrown the fragments up from a 
depth of fourteen hundred feet. The 
grass a nd ground for an acre round 
xvere covered with a dirty, greenish 
slime in which the spectators had to 
tread in order to inspect the results.

The symptoms of biliousness are un­ 
happily but too xvell known. They 
differ in different individuals to some 
extent, however. 
A bilious manissel- 
dom a breakfast-eater. 
Too frequent­ 
ly, alas! lie has an excellent appetite 
for liquids, but none for solids of a 
morning. 
His tongue will hardly bear 
inspection a t any time; if it is not 
xvhite and furred, it is rough a t all 
events. The digestive system is whol­ 
ly out of order; diarrhea, or constipa­ 
tion, may be a symptom, or the two 
may alternate. There are very often 
hemorrhoids, or loss of blood even. 
There may be giddiness, and often 
headache, and acidity or flatulence, 
and tenderness a t the pit of the stom ­ 
ach. 
The 
pain 
felt 
in 
the 
right shoulder 
indicates an extra 
bad 
case, 
but 
ap a rt 
from 
this there are aching pains and even 
stiffness in the limbs, xvith more or less 
of cramps in the limb muscles, or 
burning in the palms of the hands, 
with hot, perspiring feet. There may 
lie drowsiness and torpor all day, and 
sleeplessness by night, and all sorts 
and conditions of mind,especially irri­ 
tability, fits of bad temper that come 
on suddenly and go off again, and 
th a t none are so thoroughly grieved 
at as the poor patient himself. 
Bil­ 
ious people generally fly for relief to 
aperient pills, and there is no doubt 
that they often afford tem porary re­ 
lief by relieving the over gorged liver. 
This really is ant iphlogistic treatment, 
but it assuredly is not radical. When 
a fish pond overflows its banks, we 
may let off a portion of the water,but 
after this we ought, inetbinks. to find 
our way to the other end of the pond 
and lessen the inflow. 
W ell, just a xvord about treatment. 
First and foremost, then, in sudden 
bilious attacks, th a t are often accom­ 
panied by great prostration, and by 
urgent vomiting, it is best to send for 
a medical man. Such attacks gener­ 
ally come on in tho morning, at the 
time the body is most weak. 
I do not 
think upon the whole 1 should be justi­ 
fied in suggesting medicinal remedies 
in this paper, for the simple reason 
th a t case* differ so. The mineral acids 
and bitter vegetable tonics often do 
good. 
So does nux vomica, and ac­ 
onite. Then there is dandelion, and 
chloride of ammonium, and alkalies. 
But I can only generalize. 
A blue pill 
and colocynth, followed next day by 
a glass of Pullna xvater, xvill xvard off 
many an attack, if the patient goes in 
for preventive measures afterward, 
and folloxx’3 a course of rational living. 
The podophyliin pill, from a quarter 
to half a grain of the extract, in three 
to five of extract ofhyoscyamu*, may 
do as well as the blue pill, if not better. 
Soda xxater and lithia water and milk 
should he drunk next day, A n d very 
little solid food taken, though beef tea 
mixed with arrow root xvill be found 
very nourishing; or a raw egg beaten 
up in milk. 
Little good xvill accrue 
from treat ing a ease like this, however, 
if, xvhen he is once more well, the p a­ 
tient returns to his old, non-hygienic 
habits of life. 
“ W hat am I to do then?” 
may be 
asked. 
I will tell you what you are 
not to do. 
You are not to overeat; 
you are not to us**sugar or fat to any 
extent, puddings, pastry orchee*e. You 
are not to touch alcohol. You are not 
to sit in over-heaed 
rooms. 
You 
are not 
to over work 
nor worry 
yourself. 
And you are not to shirk 
the morning tub, nor plenty of «-xer- 


* i-e. 
W hat are you to do for the acid­ 
ity? Abstemiousness, and regulation 
of diet and habits, will entirely banish 
it, and you will have the pleasure of 
knoxxing that its absence is a sign of 
rejuvenation of the liver. 
If you but 
try a week of the treatm ent I suggest, 
I feel convinced you will once more 
feel a pleasure in life and an interest 
in all your surroundings. 
But acid­ 
ity 
often 
leads 
to 
rheumatism, 
and 
on 
this 
subject 
I hope to 
have more to say another day.

shall be quite satisfied with my pres­ 
ent paper if it put a few of my readers 
on the right road to health, and th at 
can only be got at by seeking for and 
removing first causes instead of trea t­ 
ing symptoms.

Another thing in which the English 
railways surpass the American is the 
stations. 
The Grand Central Depot 
in New York is as fine as any of the 
stations in English cities, and Bryn 
Maxvr on the Pennsylvania lino is as 
pretty as any country stations; but 
these are exceptional in the United 
Btates. 
In England nearly every vil­ 
lage has a comfortable and pictur­ 
esque httlestat ion, with ample shel­ 
ter and a tiled and gravelled platform; 
it is set in a garden which thestation- 
master and his wife spend much loving 
care upon; even the name of the place 
is often printed in flowers. 
Between 
the stations there are few untidy fenc­ 
es. The line runs between steep em­ 
bankments, gr«-t*n from top to bottom , 
or between dense hedges of hawthorn 
or laurel, which prevent trespassing. 
In entering or passing through cities 
it is either tunnelled or carried above 
the surface by viaducts; it is never in 
the public streets, as in the United 
States. The stations in cities and 
large towns are magnificent buildings, 
provided with refreshment 
rooms, 
“left luggage” offices, inquiry offices, 
bookstalls, and lavatories. 
A charge 
of 2d. is madefor the use of the latter, 
includingclean towels, soap,hot water, 
and the services 
of an attendant. 
Passengers going long distances are 
provided with luncheon baskets, like 
those used on the W ashington limit­ 
ed express. 
Each basket contains a 
napkin, knite and fork, plate, glass, 
condiments, a portion of cold meat 
or poultry, bread and butter, and a 
bottle of claret, ale or stout. The 
basket and its furniture are delivered 
to one of the attendants a t the end 
of the route, and the charge made for 
the luncheon is3s., or 75 cents.

W e so often have to care for nervous 
persons th a t it is well to know the 
sort of food best adapted to them. 
This, with systematic exercise and rec­ 
reation, will often produce results be­ 
yond our most sanguine hopes. 
In 
taking exercise, care must be taken 
not to fatigue the patient, and there 
must be an object in the exercise. 
It 
will not do to send the sufferer out 
“Ju st for a walk;” the xvalk must be 
for a purpose: to call on a pleasant 
friend, for example, or to perform 
some slight office, such as carrying 
flowers or books to the sick, or to 
purchase some little article needed 
which requires no great outlay of 
thought. For food there should be 
given meat in small quantities, plenty 
of fish, especially shell fish, as much 
bread and butter as may be desired, 
creamed or mashed potatoes and sim­ 
ple puddings.

An exhaustive report of 387 earth 
quakes observed in north Jap a n dur 
ing a period of txvo years has beei 
made by Prof. Milne of Tokio. 
Hi 
finds th a t 254 of the shocks xvere nol 
felt over a greater area than 50 square 
miles, the average diameter of the 
land surface affected by t he remaining 
133 being forty-five miles, although 
four or five of them embraced a land 
area or about 44,000 square miles. 
Some of the disturbances took place 
simultaneously in areas remote from 
each other, while intermediate sta­ 
tions did notfeelthem. 
About eighty- 
four per cent, of the earthquakes orig­ 
inated tinder the sea. 
The district 
most shaken was the flat alluvial 
plain around Tokio, which geological 
evidence shows to have been recently 
anil rapidly elevated from the sea 
lepths. 
It is remarkable th at shocks 
were comparatively rare in the m ount­ 
ains and near active volcanoes. The 
sarthquakes xvere much more numer­ 
ous and severe in winter than in sum­ 
mer.

hydrant near the brewery, and there was 
not enough hose to reach from the top of 
the hill, ami even if they had been able 
to play upon it, it is a question whether 
Ihejr could have slopped the flames as 
they had gained such headway, 
Mr.
